B ru ner knew the gam e as w ell

D eppe by a nu m ber of stu d ents 
last F rid ay at 
the H igh school 
bu ild ing. 
T he board offered the stu d ents 
who w ere charged w ith a grav e 
breach of d iscipline the 
w id est 
latitu d e to m ake their d efense, and 
the p arents of the boy s w ere in­ 
v ited to be present at the inv estí 
gation and hear the ev id ence in the 
case. 
P ro f. D eppe and a nu m ber of 
the pu pils w ho saw the affair, as 
w ell as the d efend ants, w ere ex ­ 
am ined at length. 
T he father and 
bro ther of F red A rey w ere present 
and w ere satisfied th a t F red w as 
gu ilty of grav e m iscond u ct, bu t 
they w ere u nable to persu ad e him 
to ad m it to the board th a t his ac­ 
tions w ere w rong. 
T he ev id ence against A rey w as 
su fficiently stro ng to w arra nt the 
board in ad o p ting rad ical m easu res, 
and they v oted u nanim ou sly to ex - 
pell him from the H igh school. 
T he board also d ecid ed to su s­ 
pend Jo y F o w ler ind efinitely for 
the p a rt he took in the attac k on 
P ro f. D eppe. M rs. F o w ler, m other 
of y ou ng F o w ler, w as inv ited to 
be present a t the m eeting, b u t in­ 
stead of accep ting sent a w ritte n 
d efense of her son to P rincip al 
W ilson. 
M rs. F o w ler inform s the D em o ­ 


c r a t th a t, accord ing to the info r­ 
m ation she has o b tained regard ing 
the atta c k on P ro f. D ep p e, the la t­ 
te r w as ap p a re ntly in the w rong. 
M rs. F o w ler say s th a t after P ro f. 
D eppe had ord ered A rey ou t of the 
chem istry room he follow ed him 
ou t of the d oor, and then, losing 
his tem p er, cau ght the boy by the 
thro at and w as cho k ing him , w hen 
his classm ates w ent to A re y ’s res­ 
cu e to p rev ent him from being in­ 
ju red .

city 
yesterday 
afternoon 
of

charge of having murdered Mrs. 


Catherine J. Adams by poison that 
had been sent through the mails 
for Harry Cornish, another club 


man, a»d of whom it is alleged 


Molineux was jealous,* the jury be­ 
ing out only a few minutes. 
The 


case is one of the most remarkable 


on record, and shows what is pos­ 


sible even in a charge of murder 
when the defendant has wealthy 


and influential relatives and friends. 


A t the first trial, in 1890, 
Moli­ 


neux was convicted of the murder 


of Mrs. Adams and was sentenced 


to death in the electric chair. 
The 


father of the defendant, a man of 


large wealth and influence in the 


Empire state, left nothing undone 


to obtain a new trial for his son, 


which he succeeded in getting, and 


which has resulted in his acquittal.

Scanlon had recently been told by 
an occulist in St. Louis that he 
would sooQ go blind as a result of 
improper treatment. 
The double tragedy occurred in 
the office of Dr. Kimberlin on the 
second floor of the building at the 
southeast corner of Eighth and 
Campbell street. 
Scanlon left a 
note 
which was found on the 
dresser in the room. 
It accused 
Dr. Kimberlin of having ruined his 
eyes and gave this as the motive 
for the crime. 
The note was as 
follows: 
“ Notify my brother at city hall 
I did this because he destroyed my 
eyes. 
Tom, you will find enough 
money in my room to pay expen­ 
ses, in little drawer on top of 
dresser. 
Tell father, 
sister and 
brother that I love them all and 
hope we will meet in heaven. 
“ Your loving Bro., 
“ JoH K SC^MLOM. 
“ Ute the suit that I have in 
locker. 
They ara good enough for 
me. 
Mrs. Sarah Pearsol, at whose 
house Scanlon roomed, said he went 
to St. Louis some time ago to have 
bis eyes treated. 
Upon his return 
to Kansas City Scanlon seemed 
more despondent than ever about 
his failing eyesight. 
“ He came in at 11 o’clock this 
morning,” said Mrs. Pearsol, “ and 
seemed very much cast down. 
I 
told him he should be more hope* 
ful. 
‘I can’t bear to think of the 
future,’ be replied, and although I 
tried to cheer him up he spoke like 
a man who had lost all hope. 
He 
went out about 2 o’clock and that 
was the last I saw of him.” 
Scanlon was appointed a proba­ 
tionary patrolman April 18, 1893, 
and remained on the force until 
1895, when he left the force. 
He 
was reappointed in 1901 and served 
until a short while ago, when his 
eyes began to fail. 
Scanlon had worked as a fireman 
on the Burlington railroad prior to 
his appointment on 
the 
police 
force, and it was while so em­ 
ployed that he injured his eyesight. 
He was 37 years old and unmar­ 
ried.
